Response to RCE 

1 . Applicant's Request for Continued Examination filed on August 18, 2008 has 
been entered. New IDS has been considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 6-8 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: prior art does not show, "obtaining a first image of the imaging surface, via 
application of substantially coherent illumination from the optics module to the 
imaging surface; analyzing the first image to identify an interference pattern 
associated with a contaminant; and identifying the interference pattern as a 
contaminant if a parameter of the interference pattern exceeds a threshold value" 
in combination with other limitations of claim 6. 

Claims 7, 8, 28 and 29 are also allowed since those are depended on claim 6.
